The following is a statement 
by Record prepared especially 
for The State Hornet: 

Sheriff John Misterly of Sac- 
rainento County, whose qualifi- 
cations as an educator and as a 
sociologist are not entirely 
clear, has chosen to criticize 
publicly members of the faculty 
ef the Sociology Department at 
Sacramento State College for in- 
viting a spokesman for the 
“Black Muslim” movement to 
address selected classes. 

For his information, and for 
the information of others, let it 
be said right here and now that 
the sociology faculty at SSC has 
in the past invited outside 
speakers to discuss topics rele- 
vant to the subject matter of 
specific courses, That faculty, 
highly trained in the discipline 
ef sociology and with many 
years of successful teaching and 
research experience to its 
credit, will continue to do so in 
the future. 

As a part of its professional 
obligation and teaching respon- 
sibility, it will determine when 
guest lecturers will be invited 
and who will be invited. That 
faculty does not believe that Mr, 
Misterly, or any other unqual- 
ified person, has either the 
ability or the prerogative to 
dictate the substance of sociol- 
ogy courses or the manner in 
which they are taught. 

Mr. Misterly, implying that 
there was some deep “secrecy” 
to the invitation to Bernard X 
to appear on campus, wishes to

Speaker Finds Cuba, Castro Image 
Different From U.S. 


“If Castro dies, it will be 
from people crushing him, try- 
ing to shake his hand,” stated 
Robert Randolph, visitor in 
Cuba two weeks before the re- 
cent invasion, at an interview 
shortly before his talk in the 
Little Theater last Wednesday. 

Randolph, a real estate ap- 
praiser in California, and his 
wife had been interested in the 
Cuban situation and did re- 
search work before their trip. 
They arrived in Cuba on March 
13, by way of Mexico, where 
they joined a group of 100 odd 
Latin American travelers, most- 
ly private citizens, This group, 
with the help of the Cuban gov- 
ernment, traveled in five of the 
six provinces, 

“Castro is one of the most re- 
markable men of the Western 
Hemisphere during the 20th

century,” stated Randolph. His 
company of travelers had occa- 
sion to see Castro three times 
on their trip, as the Cuban 
leader was on a six day tour of 


the country at that time, He 
stopped to talk to the people in 
some of the tewns they passed 
through. 

In regard to the NBC tele- 
vision story on Cuba aired 
March 14, in which it was stated 
that Castro was so afraid of the 
people that he was sometimes 
forced to ride around in a tank, 
Randolph commented, He's 
very popular with the people. 
He once spoke at the University 
of Havana in front of 50 or 60 
thousand people, of which about 
10 thousand were armed.” He 
also mentioned that the Prince-

Backward Step 


A student sponsored bill to open - 
doors of the California State Library on 
Saturdays has been met with crys of dis- 
tress and indignation from the Library 
personnel, 

In letters to The Sacramento Bee, on 
two occasions, Katherine Adamson, a state 
library cataloger, presents the case for the 
opposition. She writes (May 18), “I have 
just discovered the bee that has bitten the 
bear. In hand is a copy of the May ‘th Hor- 
net. Sacramento State College news bulle- 
tin it says: ‘An idea which began in legisla- 
tive processes, a Sacramento State C ollege 
government course, now is in the assembly 
ways and means committee in the form of 
ARC95, The bill asks that the state library 
remain open on Saturdays.’ 

“Until seeing this, I and everyone 
in the library thought the demand for open- 
ing came from sincere sources and not 
merely a class exercise in practical pol- 
itics.” 

The State Hornet views this as an un- 
imaginative attempt to becloud the issue.

“Our function according to the California 


statutes, never has been that of a local 
public library .. .” Yet Division 20 of the 
California Education Code, Chapter 1, 


\rticle 1, 27000, reads: 

“The Legislature hereby declares that 
it is in the interest of the people and of the 
state that there be a general diffusion of 
knowledge and intelligence through the 
establishment and operation of public 
libraries. Such diffusion is a matter of gen- 
eral concern inasmuch as it is voluntary 
lifelong learning of the people of the State. 

‘The Legislature further declares that 
ihe public library is a supplement to the 
formal system of free public education, and 
a source of information and inspiration to 
persons of all ages, and a resource for con- 
tinuing education and reeducation beyond 
the years of formal education, and as suc h 
deserves adequate financial support at all 
levels.” 

We further cite Article 2, 27051 regard- 
ing powers and duties. In section E it 
states: “Prescribe rules and regulations 
permitting persons Other than members of 
the Legislature and other state officers to 
have the use of books from the library.” 

We hold the above cited sections are im- 
plicit instructions and that it is the duty 
and the responsibility of the State Library 
to carry them out, not act as a pressure 
group to sway legislation.

instructors. Ner are we in a 
position te censor any of his 
remarks with which we might 
disagree. li we could and would 
de that, then there would be 
mo peint in bringing in guest 
lecturers at all. We could simply 
ask Sheriff Misterly, or some 
other self-designated guardian 
ef thought, te give us the true 
word. The professor would then 
have only to regurgitate it for 
sis students. 

If Mr. Misterly wishes to 
stage a public meeting and in- 
vite members of the “Black 
Muslim” group to speak, there 
is, as far as I know, nothing to 
prevent him from doing so.

' Librarian, Professor Give 
Positions on Assembly Bill

Ht is mot a class project. The 


committee circulated petitions 
and received over 1500 signa- 
tures at Sacramento State Col- 
lege in two days. 


Allan Darrah, one of the com- 
mittee members, states that the 
state library would better serve 
the citizens of Sacramento by 
remaining open, as many people 
who use the library for research 
purposes work or have classes 
on weekdays. 

“Keeping the library open 
would require the extra amount 
of over $200,000. We were not 
able to get this much when I 
requested it last year. There is 
no reasorto believe we could 
get it now,” said Mrs. Leigh 

“There is also the problem of 
librarians and staff help. As it 
is, we are operating with a con- 
stant position of six to eight 
vacancies.” Graduates from li- 
brary schools find their pay is 
better in other counties, as are 
their living conditions, she said. 
One of the main reasons we 
are able to get any help is the 
absence of work on Saturdays. 
This enables library workers to 
huld other jobs on nights and 
Saturdays, the librarian con- 
tinued. By taking away this, 
there is danger of losing the 
present help and not being able 
to get new workers 

“If it were a_ responsible 
movement, it would avail itself 
of the facts,” Mrs. Leigh stated 
that the four members of the 
committee that visited her office 
were not aware of the statewide 
responsibility of the library 
“and they didn't especially seem 
to care.” 

Thompson states that Mrs. 
Leigh contacted him and asked 
him to visit her office in order 
to discuss the measure, which 
has been made into Assembly 
Concurrent Resolution 95. 

It has the backing and was 
submitted by 12 members of 
the 1961 generai session of the 
assembly including Jimmy Hicks 
and Edwin Z’Berg. “She seemed 
to think that I was in charge of 
the committee and asked me to 
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class and discuss it with the 
students. She hasn't done so. 
She said that it was destroying 
the morale of her librarians and 
some had threatened to find 
new positions if the library had 
to stay open on Saturdays. 

“She said I was rude and it 
was an irresponsible movement, 
She inferred that the students 
were callow, immature kids,’ he 
concluded. 

Mrs. Leigh added the State 
Library is to serve the entire 
State of California, not just the 
city of Sacramente. People can 
receive most of the books and 
research material they need in 
their city and county libraries. 
It is necessary that people apply 
for rarer texts and more hard- 
to-get material through their 
local library. They wiii request 
the beek from us and we will 
send it te them, te be loaned 
out to the party that applied 
for it.

local library is able to keep up 
on the needs of the public.” 
Thompson said the interfer- 
ence is unexpected, but “gives 
the class the opportunity to dis- 
cover the extent to which bur- 
eaucrats will lobby and the way 
they will go about it when con- 
fronted with a new idea.”

“Our trip was arranged by 
the Cuban government, but we 
tried to get away from the 
staged tour. My wife speaks 
Spanish fluently and I under- 
stand about 60 per cent of the 
conversations, so we didn't have 
to rely on interpreters.” Ran- 
dolph stated that the country 
people were the backbone of 
Castro's regime. Their hut-like 
shacks were being replaced by 
government built cement houses 
and better work was being 
found for them, with more 
steady wages. 

The cane cutters, before the 
revolution one of the chief pro- 
fessions, worke’ only three 
months out of the year and 
earned about 80 cents per day.

“There was so much contra- 
diction between what we saw 
in Cuba with our own eyes and 
what we read about it back in

At his lecture Randolph 
showed slides which pointed out 
the construction going up all 
over Cuba. The buildings were 
not just substantial for the nec- 
essities, but were designed with 
a modern flair and many extra 
luxuries. Playgrounds in the 
schools, dormitories, swimming 
pools, and modernistic design 
all showed a vast improvement 
over former living conditions. 
He also mentioned the gov- 
ernment-instituted loan services 
with low interest rates and the 
work compensation pay given to 
workers when their percentage-

For the business of a college 
and we at SSC 
have in our methods, 
confidence in our ability to 
train students to analyse and 
evaluate any ideas presented to 
them in books and speeches. If 
we are not developing a student 
generation which has that capac- 
ity, we are tailing not only our 
youth but the whole community. 

The Black Muslims are a sig- 
nificant, relatively new social 
movement among American 
Negroes.

For those who have been on 
the faculties of reputable col 
leges and universities, the type 
of attack made by Sheriff Mis- 
terly is not new. Such institu- 
tions are, by their very nature, 
committed to the critical explor- 
ation of ideas; they are neces- 
sarily asking and seeking an- 
swers to the big questions of 
our time, including the question 
of Negro-white relations and the 
even broader question of man’s 
relation to man.
